TAX RATE 
UNDER $50 


Wilmington’s tax rate, in 1971, will still be 
under $50. 

The annual Town Meeting voted a tax rate of 
$49.05, based on the then information, and subject 
to the information coming from the Common- 
wealth in the Cherry Sheet - so called because of 
the color of paper on which it is printed. The 
Cherry Sheet carries the totals of receipts and 
expenditures that may be expected between the 
various communities and the Commonwealth, and 
no tax rate is ever set until the Assessor re- 
ceives the Cherry Sheet, They were distributed 
last week. 

This year’s Cherry Sheet shows $56,000 more 
in receipts than last year, for the Town. That's 


good, 

But it also shows $104,696 more in charges 
against the town. That’s bad. And the Special 
Town Meeting held on June 24th added another 
$30,000 to the town’s tures. 

As of this week the tax rate will be $49.65. 

BUT - There is now pending before the Legis- 
lature the additional penny sales tax of Governor 
Sargent. If that is voted the town may expect the 
sum of $135,171 in additional revenues. It will be 
announced in a secondary Cherry Sheet. 

Principal Assessor Anthony Kreminski is going

BLOODMOBILE COMING 
‘TO BURLINGTON MALL 


The Massachusetts Red Cross 
Blood Program has issued an 
emergency call for donors to 
meet the critical blood shortage 
in the state and to replenish the 
supply used during the Fourth 
of July weekend when demand was 
at an all-time high.

The 
need is urgent. the inconvenience 
to the donor i$ minor: and it can 
be accomplished in a single lunch 
hour or shopping visit. 

Anyone in good health over 110 
pounds and between the ages of 
18 and 66 can give every eight 
weeks and up to five times with- 
in a twelve-month. period; and 
the donor and’ his family will be 
provided with: blood. in an emer- 
gency for an entire year. 

Volunteer workers will speed 
donors through the preliminary 
checks on blood pressure, tem- 
perature. pulse and hemoglobin 
determination and register all 
donors,

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Whither The Tax Rate? 


Six or eight years ago, in East Wilmington, there took 
place a struggle of which very few persons were aware. 
A.J. Tambone and Leonard Barbo and associates were 
trying to develop an industrial park, on 188 acres of 
land. 

There were a number of difficulties, but the main one, 
still existing today, was the belief of the Planning 
Board members that a road should not be over 600 feet 
long, unless it connects with another road so as to 
provide “through” circulation of vehicles. If this can- 
not be done, in the planning, the Planning Board just 
won't sign the necessary plans 

Finally, after months of haggling. and after some sub- 
terfuges involving the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Meeting voted for a suitable plan, and Mr, Barbo and 
Mr. Tambone were on their way. They have done well 
Volkswagen has about 40 acres. General Electric has 
about the same. There are other plants too, not so 
large. The latest to announce its coming presence is 
to be owned by DuPont 

All of these mean one thing, to the people of Wilming- 
ton - viz: a reduction in the tax rate. This column 
will not essay to compute how much the individual 
firms contribute, but is a healthy amount. Avco. over 
on Lowell Street, pays 10% of the town's taxes - in 
other words if there were no Avco everyone would be 
paying about 11% more on his house bill - and about the 


same thing holds true on the properties in Wilmington 
Industrial Park, off Concord Street

The reader should go down and look at Fordham Road, 
which serves the Wilmington Industrial Park. It is 
4800 feet long. It is seventy feet wide where in meets 
Concord Street, and further up, for the full distance, it 
is sixty feet wide. There is never a traffic problem, 
of any kind and it affords exactly the kind of property 
on which the larger (and better tax-paying) firms like 
to locate. 

No through traffic means that everyone there has legi: 
timate business in the area. There are no “short cut 
ters", nor are there intruders who are looking for a 
place to commit a little vandalism 

Vandalism is a sad fagt of life today. Businesses are 
subjected to it in increasing degree. If an industrial 
park can be provided where vandalism will be at its 
least, that’s where business will go, everything else 
being equal 

The Wilmington Industrial Park was and is a success, 
and a boon to the people of Wilmington for the reasons 
cited above. 

Up in North Wilmington is another Industrial Park, the 
Route 125 Industrial Park. Not as large, it has about 
85 acres. And, it is stalled - stalled on dead center. 

The Wilmington Planning Board will not allow a road 
to be built as was built for the Wilmington Industrial 
Park. 

No more than 600 feet 
that's the way it is going to be. 

The Chairman of the Planning Board says that Fordham 
Road should never have been built - “it was a mistake’, 
Another member, well known, avers that some members 
of the Massachusetts Planning Federation say that a 
road should not be over 600 feet long 

There are problems in that 85 acres. There are pro- 
blems in any proposal. That particular piece of land 
is shaped somewhat like an hour-glass, with a narrow 
waist’ halfway up. The plans submitted to the Plan- 
ning Board have a road going up through that waist, and 
then “stub’’ roads, for the future, to meet any road that 
may come into the area from north, or east. or west. 

But that does not provide circulation, for the vandals, 
now. It isnot acceptable to the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board, instead, wants the developer to 
put in a circular road in the lower half of the “hour- 
glass". so as to provide a sort of circulation. From 
that he can then go another 600 feet up, but that won't 
get him to the end of his land 

And, more important. it cuts up the large lots that 
are possible into small lots. No Volkswagens, No 
General Electric plants. Just two and three acres for 
the individual plants. 

If nothing else, its a way to discourage private enter- 
prise, and keep the tax payers of Wilmington unhappy 
by an increasing tax rate.

Dr. John F. McCauley, chair- 
man of the Woburn Historical 
Commission told the Woburn 

mber of Commerce, on July 
first that he hopes the Baldwin 
Mansion can become ‘‘a function- 
ing asset" to the City of Woburn. 

A large three story building, 
tow divided into apartments, the 
Baldwin Mansion is in North Wo- 
bum, near a shopping center.

Engineer, It was he who con- 
structed the first dry-dock in the 
Boston Navy Yard, and it was he 
who was instrumental in push- 
ing through the plans for the old 
Middlesex Canal, which ran from 
Charlestown to Lowell, through

The canal was the first com- 
mercial canal in the United States 
and functioned for a third of a 
century until the newly created 
Boston & Lowell Railroad put it 
out of business in 1837, Colonel 
Baldwin's home in North Woburn 
tad a branch canal, from thé Mid- 
dlesex, going to it, a distance of 
about 100 yards.

Someone has stolen the Cornerstone of Wilmington! 
That's Right - the Figure of Four Stone, that marked the 
first boundary of the town, back in 1730, The stone itself, 


does not back to that date, 


stolen, but it may still be called a cornerstone 
* What does a town do without a cornerstone? Limp along, 
or whistle bravely and pretend it never happened? 


It was a three sided plece of 
granite, with a Wi on one side, a 
Wo on another, and a B on the 
third, standing for Wilmington, 
Woburn and Burlington, It must 
have weighed about 750 pounds, 
and stood at the point where the 
three municipalities meet. 

Tt disappeared last week, some- 
time after the Town Crier had 
taken a photo of it, lying in the 
grass. Town Engineer Arthur 
Harding, who passed by on Satur- 
noticed that it could not be 
seen, and on Tuesday he went 
down for a formal inspection, 

‘The stone is not there. Harding 
and Paul Levasseur, Superinten- 
dent of the Cumberland Construc- 
tion Co. of South Bellingham 
talked over the disappearance. 
and Levasseur said that after the 
work of building a pumping sta- 
tion has been completed. in 
Burlington, it will be necessary 
to grade, at which time a new 
stone can be put in place.
